seed itself.  Fold a burlap sack to
fit on top of the soil after the
seeds are sown and covered. The
purpose of the burlap is to hbld
the soil, seed and mulch in place
to prevent washing and to retain
the moisture. Apply water slowly
until the soil is thoroughly packed.
Place the flat in the shade dur-
ing the summer months and in the
sun during the winter months.
Lift the burlap occasionally to see
if the seeds are germinated and
then ut ‘the first sign of germina-
tlon remove the burlap, then
sprinkle—lightly; —keeping—the—soil
thoroughly moist until all of the
gecds have genminated.
